London, May 2'1. — It is nndorstond b^' 
private dispatches from Kgypt that, the 
state of the situation is becoming alarm- 
ling, and it is generally considered that 
' I the presence of Turkish troops will be iie- 
icessary to [)revent an outbreak. 

The ministers are inciting the populace 
by ropreaentiiig that the lleets were sent 
.to annex the country. 

Cairo, May 2-t. — 'I'he net;utiiitioii.s be- 
••tween the con.suls and luiiii.'iLry liavecoin- 
.plotely failed despite theefl'orts of the no- 
ibility. Jl'he ministi^ refuse further ne- 
gntiatiqns unless the fleets withdraw. A 
icouncil of war has decided in favor of ac- 
itive pi oparat inn. The ofllcial jouiiialpub- 
IfaJies the ininiaterial suitement, niteiided 
f.i6 trarujuilize the puljiie niiml, but pri- 
vately the iiiiniaterH use nuii:aciiig lan- 
guage, jt IB rumored Kngland and France 
have re.solvijd to send an ultiiiiat iiui to 
the ministry, and if this is disrdgardeil 
France will waive her objeclioiis to the 
landing of Turkish troops. Tlie minis 
try are spreading the roi).>rt that the na- 
.V val deinonstration was undertaken with- 
out the consent of the consul. Arabi 
Boy's influence is consequuntly greatly 
increasing. The ministry continue hos- 
tile preparations and line torpedoes are 
being landed along the coast. Native 
carpontera and ismiths wer.j suinnmii- 
e<l to thecit.adel to-day. .VU otiicers were 
summoned to Abdin barracks yesterday 
and required to swear to defend the gov- 
ernment against intervention. An at- 
tempt has been made to exact a aiuiilar 
undertaking from Bedouin .Hheiks, but 
thsy refuse to pledge themselves to resist 
Turki.sh intervention. The united H^uad- 
" Ton has contracted for tliroe months' 
prG\>i8ion8. 

The porta of Constantinople has made 
represDntfttions to tha Greek cabinet in 
■regard to the dispatch of a Greek man of 
war to Egypt.

The arrears of rent bill passed its sec- 
ond reading in common^ on Tuesday.

A farmer named O'DonnuU was found 
dead near 'I'raleo yestai-day. Believed to 
be murdered. 

The bishop of Limerick has refused to 
reappoint Father Sheehyjto a curacy in 
his diocese. 

A majority of extreme home rulers dis- 
regarded Parnell's advice to abstain from 
voting in division on (lladHtoue's motion, 

Smorgone, Russia, between Yalta and 
Minsk, has been burned. It is reported 
the popul.ice burned children and prop- 
erty placed for safety in tho Jewish ceme- 
tery. 

'LoJ^DOS, May 24.— In the Commons 
vto-day, Forator denied that the Govorn- 
<nient negotiated with suspects claiideatine- 
'iv to hinder debate on tlie repression bill, 
' Glsdstone severely denounced Dillon 
for endorsing outrages by refusing to as- 
sist the Government in carrying the bill. 

Sillon declared he had always deiiounc- 
- «d the outrages. 

Gladstone ropUed that inciters to illeg- 
alityiWere responsibl'j for tile consequenceB. 
■' flDiUon affirmed that rJladbtone had de- 
clared boy-cotting legal evictioii.s were 
more culpable than outrages. 

Gladstone .sijoke with great passiuii. 
He said the Irish nuistconlinc theinaelves 
to agitating for changes in the land law, 
as whatever they may desire by means 
I'espcctiiig private judgment and liberty 
of the people. In regard tu the object ion 
of Irisli judges to tho suiipressien of juries, 
be declared if Parliament were to allow 
judges to interfere in frauiing the bill 
they v.'ould abandon one of the most ini- 
purtaut fiiiictionH of govornmeiit. .-Vii in- 
stitution of special tribunal is necessary; 
but that question can be discussed in 
committee. Ko good could come of a 
^ l^rolouged discnasion unless it was the in- 
tention of some inerabors to increase ani- 
'■JO nibstty between EnC;Ian(l.andIrcliind. ilu 
beseech'ed the. House not to'.ibstruct tho 
bill. 



llichio, conservative member for Tuwer 
(lamlots, stated that he would not vote 
for the bill. 

Northcoto said he regretted this inten- 
tion. Whatever fault might be found 
with the Government's I>'isli policy, con- 
servatives ought to give a solid vote for 
the bill ill the interests of peace aiul 
order. 

O'Doiinell, home rule member for Dun- 
g.arvan, denounced the bill. The Irish, 
he said, ought never to rest until the ad- 
ministration of Ireland is free from Brit- 
ish interference. 

Debate on motion to go into committee 
on the repression lull, was again adjourn- 
ed on motion of Pariiell. 

The utterance of Dilb.n which provoked 
Gladstone's attack implied that evictions 
v*-ore more culpable than outrages. 

St. Pktkh.siii"Ho, May 25. — Oeiinral 
Dreiileliii, (ioveriKir of KiefV, li.is issued 
a pr<iclamation to the inhabitants of lial- 
ta declaring the authors and instigators of 
•lowi.sh (uitrages will bu tried 'tiy court- 
inartial, and if tho police are insiillicient 
to prevent outrages the military will be 
used. Tho chief of the Balta police has 
asaiued .lews of immediate lepiessinn of 
all attempts at outrages. 

Tho ('//ici'd/ Mfssi'iKjt''' at St. Petersburg 
r.nnouncea that tho Government has re 
solved to punish inexorably all outrages 
against persons and projierty of .lews. 

Four hundred houses bolonging to .Jews 
wore recently burned at V\-isitchaki. 

Agrarian agitation in the Daltic pro- 
vinces is incieasiiic; and iieimnts in Par- 
iiau have now revolted. 

At Epsoni tho race for tho Royal stakes 
•was won by Liiuestoiio, Silver licU sccouil, 
Passiac third. Eleven ran. 

The English and Freneh ambassadors 
have again assured the I'urte that England 
and France have no idea of any radical 
iiitervent ion in E^rypt, but ai'e siuijily 
coiiaidoring the best means of .socuriin;

-When Ihe 
steamer British King arrived in port last 
Mcjliday, a statement was made that an 
English steerage passciij^er evidently de- 
mented hail jumped overboard on the 
fourth day of the voyage, Patrick Foy, 
of County Sligo, Ireland, who was also 
one of the steeraire passengers, reported 
to the British Consul this afternoon that | 
ho heard him exclainii as he heaped into j 
the sea: "I am the man who killed Lord | 
Cavcndi.sh!" Foy i.s positive his state- j 
meiit is thi^ suicide's words, and says he 
was standing clo.se to him when he uttered 
them.

THE JUlTIOa MBHBER SATS SOMS- 
TfiZHra AT LAST. 

,Sir John's Opinion of tho Ohinoso. 

In tlie Comiiioii.s Mr. DcCusnici.-i called 
tho attention of the goveniiiifiu to the 
great increase in Chinese immigration 
into British Columbia, where 24,000 were 
expected to arrive before August, making 
the Chinese poimlation of the province 
000 greater than was the iiiiinbor id" 
whites. It was to be remembered that 
llio United States had just pa.ised a law 
prohibiting Chii.ese immigration during a 
certain period, and that those pooplo wore 
invading tho other countries in the Pacific 
Ocean, to the great dRtrimonl of their in- 
habitants. It would bo seen how import- 
ant a relation this (lue.stion bore to while 
labour in tlio western [lortion of the Do- 
minion. He mentioned the fact that in 
New Soiith Wales a poll tnK of £10 was 
impo.sed on Chinamen, and adverted to 
the circumstance that American legislation 
oil this question would divert Chinese 
immigration to the P;icitic coa.st of the 
Dominion. 

Sir John Macdonald .said Uritish Co- ! 
hnnbia suflbri'd very much from the want 
of whf'o 'm ni,'rat'on, aiid until the Pacific ' 
railway was built ho fancied thai tho dif- j 
ficulty would contiiuio. Jc was of the j 
very greatest importance, therefore, in ' 
order that Uritish Columbia should have \ 
a steady flow of emigration from Canada j 
and Europe, that the railway should be 
built within as short a time as poa.sible. 
When Mr. Ondordidik was here at tho be- ! 
ginning of tho .session he stated that Im ! 
employed every white man he could )<el ( 
on the railway, that he cried to secure as i 
many as possible from Can.ida, and that i 
he had not succeeded in gattiiii,' the niim- j 
ber he recpiired. Jlr. Onderdoiik asked 
to have recommended to hitn a reliable 
nia.iter builder or carpenter, who should 
engage men to work on the road. He 
(Sir .(ohn .Macdonald) sent him a man, 
and later on s(jnie fifty or sixty carpen 
ters were taken over frcjui (Janada to 
work in Hritish Columbia. Tlie contrac- 
tor was indeed making every efi'ort to .se- 
cure white labor. At one time he ex- 
pected to got white labor from the Unitud 
.States, but. such was tho demand for 
liands there he could only i^et the culls, 
men who could not got employment in 
Ran Francisco. That was the difllcult}' 
the contractor for the railway labored 
under, and he (Sir John Macdonald) be- 
iiovod that the influx of tho Chinese was 
greatly caused by tho demand for labor 
in the construo^ion of the road. Whether 
the hoii. gentleman was correctly inform- 
ed as to the number of Cliinose coming 
hero he could not say, but, if he was cor- 
rect, and if the Chinese camo simply for 
th(! purpose of working on the railway, 
and leaving the province as soon as [los- 
sible afterwards no iiermanciit inconveni- 
ence could result, tie (Sir .bjlin Mac- 
donald) had seen a good many peoplo 
from Vancouver Island, both ladies and 
gentlemen, who kept house, and they in- 
formed him that if they could not got 
Chinese servants thoy would have no ser- 
vants at all. That was the testimony of 
householders on the Island, and he pre- 
sumed it would bo the same on the main- 
land. The Chinese, as was well known, 
wore not likely to become permanent 
settlers, and he did not think there was 
any d.uigor of there being a mixing of 
racei, so that if they were employed un- 
til the railway wa.» completetl and until 
whites Could be got in, they would then 
go back again. Of course, whenever a 
practical difliculty arose out of the pre- 
sence of tho Mongolians it was quite in the 
hands of tho legislature to deal with it ; 
but up to tho present, as ho understood, 
white labor in the provinces had not been 
injured by the employment of Chinamen. 
Any white man, ho was informed, if will- 
ing to work, could got plenty of work and 
good wages in addition in British Colum- 
bia. The government had ni>t been in- 
formed of an overwhelming influx of 
Chinese. He had noticed in several 
newspapers though that several vessels 
had been chartered to bring over Chinese 
labourers to work on the railway. In the 
absence of white labour, and in view of 
the importance of complotingtho railw.iy, 
he saw no objection to that. Ho shared, 
however, very much in the feelings tif 
those who objected to Mongolians be- 
coming permanent settlers. Their pro- 
sonce, ho believed, would not be a_ whole- 
some thing for the country. They were 
of an alion race, and there could be no 
assimilation of the races, therefore when 
the temporary exigences had been over- 
come, and when there was a railway 
stretching across the continent, and there 
was a means of sending in white settlers, 
he would bo quite ready to join to a rea- 
sonable e.':tent in preventing the jjer- 
manent settlement in tho country of 
Mongolians or Chinese emigrants. But 
at present it was simply a question of 
Chinese labour or no railway. The Gov- 
ernment had not had its ai:tontion speci- 
ally called to this matter befoie, but the 
subject would cng.^gc its attention for the 
future. 

Mr. DoCosmos was glad to hear that 
tho Premier would bo favourablo to tho 
restriction of Chinese immigration in fu- 
ture, but he believed that this future was 
now near at hand. No doubt Chinese 
were esteemed as aervants, but only a
